(AP) — North Vietnamese regu

The National Park Service expects a record-break!np; 120 


million i:uests this year, which would be eii,rhl million more 
than last year and 26 million more than only three years 
asro. And it expects them with particular, and justifiable, 
pride because this is its golden anniversary summer. 


Actually, the nation's first "public park or pleasuring 


jri-onm!1' — Yellowstone — was created in 1872 and there 
were a dozen national parks by 1016, when Congress formed 
the park service to operate them and develop more. 


Today the agency administers 22G areas of scenic or 


historical significance and holds 26 million acres of land. 


But 
despite their 
popularity, 
many of

magnificent national parks are denied to city families who 
cannot afford cross-country jaunts. In its coming years the 
park service plans greater' attention to these families with 
imnroved and new parks in or near urban areas.

enjoyment of same."

again able to take his normal

fear 
of 
nonexistent ailments 


grow steadily unless they are 
interrupted by the willingness 
of people to talk out their 
problems. 


There arc no quick solutions 


to the anxiety that beset people. 
There arc no rigid rules that 
can make them diseappear in a 
moment. There are, however, 
ways to reduce the emotional 
distress caused by the fear of 
the unknown. 


Fear must be faced frankly.

declarer's trumps, South was in 
serious trouble. East discarded 
three spades as the trumps 
were being led, and when West 
then played a diamond, East 
was able to cash his remaining 
diamonds. 
. The outcome was that South 
lost four trump tricks as well 
as 
five diamonds and went 


down six for a loss of 1,700 
points! 


South would have done much 


better if he had avoided the 
trap so artfully laid by West. 
He would have gone down two 
instead of six had he abandoned 
further trump leads, and would 
have lost 500 points instead of 
1,700. 


It is interesting to note that 


West's play o£ taking the nine 
with the queen placed him in a 
position where he had every- 
thing to gain and nothing to 
lose. 


He knew that the play might 


encourage declarer to look for a 
3-2 trump break, and he also 
knew that his four trump tricks 
would remain intact even if 
South adopted a more cautious 
method of play than leading 
trumps. West's attempted de- 
ception was certainly not pro- 
found, but it was sensationally 
effective.
